Perhaps nt the time it was- expedient 
* . nnd may even have been in the best fnter- 
•■ cuts of nntionnl security to say nothing: 
of the four deaths. But a Ions time nfto 
it became general knowledge this country 
had been involved deeply in plans for the 
• Bay of Pigs invasion. Several weeks njro, 
even the prisoners from -the invasion 
were released nnd much of tho ransom 
demanded for them hns been delivered. 

Enrly this week, Swi^Everett Al. Dlrk- 
sen, Republican from Iimnmtj»onnounccd 
ho had "uncovered evidence" the four 
— iiad-bocn-killcd^Hc-claimed-to-hftve-cfim-- 
plcted a "one-mnn inquiry" - and was 
ready to turn his findings over to senate 
investigators. So tho next day the Demo- 
cratic leader In tho senate, Montana's 
Nike Mansfield, acknowledged the four 
hnd been killed and explained they had 
volunteered to fly combat missions.

Specifically, the -court ruled 
unconstitutional sections or the 1040 Immigration 
and nationality act nnd .the 1953 McCsrran Im- 
migration act providing 'or loss of citizenship 
for native-bom- Americana who leave the country 
to ovoid military service. In one of Its most Im- 
ports:! t majority opinions, the court held the 
-two men involved hnd been punished without 
trial by duly constituted courts. * 

LinEnTY— BY OXE VOTE— The frightening 
thing was the,ttlr-a of the mnjorlty— one pnt hello 
vote. 'Only live of the Justices agreed that the 
stnte was still subject to the provisions of the 
Bill of-Rlfhls. to wit the fllth'nnd sixth amend- 
ments to the Constitution. The four others— 
Justice John M. Harlan, Tom O. Clark. Potter 
Stewart and Byron, R. White— Incredibly con- 
tended that congress hnd properly drawn upon Its 
wartime powers In' enacting the draft-dodger 
sections. , 

Incredibly Is the word, because the Bill of 
Rights Is positive In Its Insistence that nojnan 
be punished without a trial. Nowhere In cither 
amendment Is even a suggestion that In wartime 
this right of a trial be suspended. And yet four 
Justice.! or the nation's highest court argued 
tlmt everything was hunky-dory,' 

NO ItlGIIT-LEFT ISSUE — There ore the 

au'scrs, of course— tho superpalrlots— who will 
_.ieer fit the mnjrlty opinion merely because It 
was tho Judgment of the so-called- "liberals"' 
on the court. These Include the whipping boy 
of the far right. Chief Justice Earl Warren, nnd 
Justices Hugo Black^.Wllllam O. Douglas, Wll< 
Horn J. Brennan and Arthur J. Ooldberg. . 

But the decision had nothing to do with the 
right or the left, but merely with the constitu- 
tional rights or the citizen, who sometimes may 
commit the' crime of draft-dodging. . 

Justice., a ol dberg 1 i_whp_d el iierM_J4yL_on Inlra.: 
explained It in simple terms. "What we hold," 
ho snld, "is only that, hi keoplngrwlth cherished 
tradition, punishment cannot, be Imposed with- 
out due process of law. Any lesser holding would 
ignore the constitutional mandate- upon which 
our essential liberties' depend.*" 



HOW'S THAT AGAIN? — Nor did the court 
seek to limit congress' sets In dealing with drift 
dodgers. Justice Ooldberg reccunlEcd.that^ draft 
evasion, particularly in wartime, "Is a heinous 
offense nnd should and enn be properly pun- 
ished." -But -ho- added that slnee-the time of the 
Magna. Carta It has been the principle or free 
people that no freeman shall be taken or Im- 
prisoned without tho Judgment or his peers or 
by the law of the land. 

In his dissent, Justice Stewart contended 
too Did laws were not punlslunctit but were de- 
signed to deal "with n bnslo problem or wartime 
morale reaching far beyond concern for any Indi- 
vidual affected." To which the only possible 
reply* Is: How's that again, Mr. Justice? Under 
tho Constitution, can any "problem" of any 
kind whatsoever reach even a fraction of nn 
Inch beyond concern for nn Individual's right 
' i be tried by hla peers for any crime? 

In this case, the rights of the Individual were 
preserved, which is a cause for gratitude, iHut 
wb hnvo become pretty careless when a victory 
of tills kind Is won by only one vole.

It Is oo me tiling of a euphemism to say that the 
Jupiter missiles which arc to be removed from 
Turkey and Italy will be replaced by. Polaris mis- 
siles tinder control of a NATO multinational sub- 
marine force. The land-based Juplters will be 
removed now, and the Polaris weapons will not 
ba. available until around 1B70, by which time 
they might be obsolete. What happens during 
the Interval? 

The answer is that during these seven years 
-Turkey and Italy wlll-bo protected from. nuclear 
attack In the same way tho oilier NATO coun- 
tries—and for thnt mottcr the United States- 
protected. They wilt rely on tho over-all 
strategic deterrent which the United States 
tributes to the Western alliance— namely, ICBMs 
bsscd.on_Amerldan.soll, Polaris missiles based an 
American submarl i 

can bombers. If this jmustve nuclear power docs 
not deter an -at top*, a handful of obsolescent 
Jupiter mtssUes^based In Turkey and Italy 
not do so. 

In simple /ruth, the Intermediate rango mis- 
siles which might havo seemed vital to NATO 
security a lew years ago are surplus now, nnd 
havo been fbr some time. Nevertheless some 
Americans could work themselves Into a frenzy 
at the very thought of "trading" missile bases In 
Turkey for Soviet missile bases In Cuba. Tacti- 
cally. » trade In the midst of the Cuba crisis 
would have been unwise, nnd It turned out to be 
unnecessary. But It Is worth remembering thnt 
no real loss to Western security would have been 
Involved. 

There are undoubtedly other changes In the 
deployment of American weapons which could 
be made without any real sacrifice of security. 
Public opinion nnd the Kennedy administration 
should-bo receptive to-such changes -In the hope 
that they will contribute to a steady reduction 
of tension between the Soviet world and the West. 
Nothing Is to bo gained by allowing faeelgn policy 
to become the prisoner of military dispositions 
which . are no longer needed.— s£. Louis Post-

."We read about them but did 
not quite seem to accept the 're- 
ports, we thought them perhaps 
a . bit exaggerated," a Canadian 
caller said. 

With the exception of a very 
few' Soviet ol fleers attached to 
their embassy, who turn up at 
■elected functions in uniform, 
Russians seen In Havana Invari- 
ably wear civilian clothes. 
...Among the. Hussion* seen here, 
two types are' clearly defined: 
those working as advisers to min- 
istries; ' here with their families, 
and those who are roughly. In 
their middle 20s and are under- 
stood to be billeted west pt the 
city. .' ' 

The advisers and 'their frtm- 
llirs have been lodged at various 
hotels and In certain subdivi- 
sions, such as the "Roparto Koh- 
ly," In- the twin township of 
Morion ao. 

The others— far more numer- 

u ~ come dolly into Havana, 
riding on unmarked, Soviet- 
mode heavy duty trucks. They 
seem to come from an area 
southwest of Havana where, be- 
for the -Cuban crisis erupted last 
fall, facilities for lhe:n were toe- 



ing built. The area is well out- 
side* city limits, thus Inacces- 
sible to foreign correspondents 
lacking "a special permit. ■ 

A number of the Russians 
head for a large, waterfront 
warehouse which appears to be 
used as a food depot. It la con- 
stantly under guard by uniform- 
ed Cuban soldiers and Russians 
in mufti. 

Convoys of tank trucks, driven , 
by Russians/ came In) from tie 
West and disappear Irf the direc- 
tion of the oil refineries, across 
Havana bay. Other caravans, 
with backs tightly shrouded in 
osn vas, - frequently lumber, 
through -the night, again headed 
westward, probably toward the 
part of Marlel, 34 miles distant.

see why It would. Rights, ore not 
a method of distributing profits 
to stockholders. They certainly 
don't take the place ot dividends. 

A company normally makes a 
"rights offering" when It wants 
to raise more money. 

■It-dc«8-thla~l)y-lsauln£_llghts 
„, iia itockholders. The rights 
give stockholders the opportun- 
ity to buy more of.tho company's 
stock from the company— nor- 
mally at a price below the cur- 
rent market price of tho com- 
pany'!' stock. 

Por instance. If the company i 
stock Is currently trading at (20 
a share. It might moke a rights 
offering giving stockholders tho 
opportunity to buy stock at, say, 
tit) a share, in the ratio of one 
aharo for each 10 owned." 

So, If you owned 10 shares ol 
the company's stock, you could 
then buy one now. short?, at 

Either you could do Just thnt 
„/ "exercising" your rights or 
you coufd sell your rights. In thlj 
example, you would have 10 
rights — worth about 10 cents 
apiece— a total ol »1. 

But rights have little or noth- 
ing to do with a company's earn- 
ings or' dividends. 

Nimirnlly, Hr*company seldom 
distributes all Its earnings' to Its 
stockholders as . dividends, f 
company normally "plows back' 
some of Its profits— uses that 
money W buy new equipment, 
build new plants, (or research 
arid other -corporate purposes, 
with the Idea of Increasing la- 
tum profits.' 

However, stockholders natural- 
ly expect a return on their In- 
vestments In tho form, of divi- 
dends— If not immediately, nl 
least sohietlme. 

You say that company has not 
paid a dlvidBnd"in"rnorfl _ Uian-io 
years and that the market price 
of the stock has not changed "to 
any degree" In that time. Thatl 
a strong indication that the com- 
pany's policy of plowing back It* 
earnings hasn't paid off to tho 
extent where the stock has any 
great Investor appeal. 

Unless the earnings have 
shown substantial Increases from 
year to year. It would seem that 
tho company and Its stock are - 
pair of clunkers. * 

Q. When a company L-.su tl 
rights to Ita- 'stockholders, must 
the stockholder!! exerclsa their 
rights either by buy 1ns the- stock 
or sell the rights? What would 
prevent me, fn such a case, from 
ii Imply hanging on to tho rlghta 
certificates? 

A. Nothing except good 
mon seme and a respect for 
money. 

Rights normally expire within 
a very short period of time — us- 
ually a few weeks. If you don'l 
exercise your rights or sell them 
by the expiration date.' the rights 
become worthless. 

But. If you want to hang 
to them, go ahead. I have seen 
obme that ' would make pretty 
wallpaper.

I thought maybe he 
was going to mention Btf Bible 
or; tbe wdrks of Shakespeare, but 
Instead Mr. Baruch alluded to 
a lltllo* known two volume book 
by Rev. Charles Mackny entitled: 
"Memoirs or Extraordinary Popu- 
lar Delusions and tho Madness 
of Crowds."

As a result, 
with prime stocks currently 
yielding less than snvlnga bank 
Interest, Mr. Orahnm. now feels 
that Ihcro Is" a speculative over- 
lay In the current prices of even 
prime stocks. The analyst points 
out that he docs not general Ho 
thnt the speculative discounting 
"or future jrospects and possibili- 
ties is necessarily a bad specula- 
tion, but, good or- bad, he under- 
scores the rise in the risk ele- 
ment.
